The Aftdb publishes the letter, which is:dated 
Pondicherry, the 25th February, and in which the Sardar 
states that he is a well-wisher and a loyal adherent of the 
British Government, and asks the Diwén.to renew corres- 
pondence with him and to send’ ‘bis newspaper to him as 
before. Hence it will be perceived that the Sardar has not gone 
to Russia, but is at Pondichesry and calls himself a friend of 
the British Government. There is good reason to think 
that Mahfraja Dalip Singh, too, is still at Paris. (The 
Panjébt Akhbdr, Lahore, of the 12th March, republishes 
from the Afidb-i-Panjéb Sardéx Thékur ‘Bingh’s letter, and 
remarks that if he is loyally. devoted to the British Govern- 
‘ment, he made a great mistake in scoretly. leaving his home 
with his entire family.

Indian Midland Railway. First, at some stations, such as 
Bhitnsén and Lélpur, the water-cartiers do not supply water to 
thé passengers, and they ate reported to the station-masters 
in vain. Secondly, the time-table of the line has not beet 
prepared in conformity with the time-tables of the other 
lines which meet it at Cawnpore, and consequently the 
passengers who arrive at Cawnpore by the former line can- 
not readily resume their journey on any of the latter, if

they desire to do.so, and vice versed. In either cage the pas, 
sengers have to wait at Cawnpare for several hours before 
they are able to resume their j journey, and the evil is aggra- 
vated by. the  eerpanianse thet the Belly officials. do not 
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allow them to ‘gtay at the passengers’ sheds, — The writer 
suggests that the up-train on the Indian Midland Railway 
should leave‘ Cawnpore at 3 A.M. instead of 6 A.M., and the 
- down-train should start from Chawra at. 8 PM, arriving at 
Cawnpore at 10-30 P.M. Thirdly, no compartments. in 
the third class are reserved for native women. Sometimes 


the Railway officials paste up a, piece of paper, bearing the 
inscription “Females,” on the door of a co mpartment when it 


is occupied by women ; ; but this arrangement is nota satisfac- 
tory one, as male passengers can easily tear up the paper and 
take their seats in the compartment. Hence it is necessary 
that the words “ Native Females” should be printed. on the 


doors of the compartments intended for their use. 
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
